eight months old. but which ha* at* 
1 dned a growth of nine inches through 
the body of the tree, is twelve feet 
high and it# branches spread out over 
•welvo feet. There are at present six¬ 
ty papaya* on the tree and it it still 
growing. Aside from the beauty o! 
he place a# a home, the efforts of 
Mr Rarb set at naught any q «estion 
about tlx* fertility of soil* in St. Cloud, 
and show what can he accomplished 
by proper care. Pineapple* a# shown 
in the picture are growing abundantly 
on the place, while the small trees are 
btaring len ont. limes, orange*, grape¬ 
fruit. tangerine* and Japan plums and 
persimmons.

This the Indian did. but when he 
unfolded his scrape it was found, so 
the account runs, a miraculously 
painted picture of the Virgin. This 
picture is now venerated hy all Mex¬ 
icans, and occupies the center of the 
altar. The features and the complex¬ 
ion arc those of an Indian princess.
